Election/Restrictions

This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-8, drawn to a method for quantification of cholesterol in LDL and 
total cholesterol in a biological sample. 

Group II, claim(s) 9-1 1 , drawn to a method of stabilizing a liquid reagent in a method of 
quantification of cholesterol in LDL and total cholesterol in a biological sample. 

Group III, claim(s) 12-13, drawn to a kit to perform a method of quantification of 
cholesterol in LDL and total cholesterol in a biological sample. 



The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Modrovich (US 
4,378,429) teaches an aqueous stabilized enzyme solution for use in determination of 
total cholesterol which comprises 4-aminoantipyrine and a kit containing said solution. 
Furthermore, Modrovich teaches a method of dissolving 4-aminoantipyrine in a buffer 
solution so as to stabilize the enzyme solution (see, for example, claims 36-40, and 
claims 49-61 ). Based upon the teachings of Modrovich, the inventions of groups l-lll do 
not relate to a single general inventive concept because they do not share the same or 
corresponding technical feature, since they do not make a contribution over the prior art. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 

include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 

requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 



encompassing the elected invention.
